Most Recent Results On Six 
Vegetables Given 
By Experts 


Upon the call of County 
Agent M. U. Mounts, a farm- 
re's council was held at the Ma- 
yo pavillion at'the Experiment 
Station, Monday afternoon, at 
which Dr. F. S, Jamison, Truck 
Horticulturist of the Florida 
Experiment Station at Gaines- 
ville was the principal speaker, 
assisted by several of the sta- 
tion staff. 

Around thirty persons were 
present, all showing interest in 
the subject presented in a round 
table form. The forum discus- 
sion was principally on vege- 
tables, and related to soil pre- 
paration, seed selection and 
planting, cultivation, spraying, 
harvesting, better packing and 
marketing, new products which 
might be grown with profit in 
the Glades, new insecticides and. 
maner of treatment, and how to 
overcome farm problems which. 
have puzzled many a tiller of 
the soil. j 

Beans was the first topic un- 
der discussion. It was stated 
that while there had been a 
number of new strain type of 
beans brought out, yet, indica- 
tions were that there were none 
superior to the types which 
were now being planted and 
harvested іп the Glades. It was 
deemed unwise to make chang- 
es, except on ‘a small ехрегі- 
mental way. 

Sweet corn, which is now on 
the planting program, was giv- 
en considerable discussion and 
the Herald is giving soon the 
Station bulletin prepared оп 

Much interést was displayed 
in the subject of what new 
vegetables might be grown in 
the Glades at a profit and fill- 
in crop. Broccoli and Cauliflow- 
er were two such vegetables 
which it was deemed could be 
produced. The former was the 
one most preferred, as it had a 
greater trade demand, and not 
subjected to so great produc- 
tion trial and tribulations. 

It was pointed out that great 
care should be made to know 
the source and the history of 
the seed, and its tendency to 
develop black rot. In all cases, 
cabbage, cauliflower and broc- 
coli seed should be given the 


hote water treatment before 
planting if a successful crop be 
expected. 


Dr. Jamison stated that there 
were some black rot in some 
portions of the state, but that 
it was controllable, and should 
not get the overhand in the 
state, if proper care was ex- 
ercised by the growers. He also 
stated that cauliflower could 
be grown successfully, but it 
should be for the fresh market 
rather than for canners. Cauli- 
flower is one of the crops which 
should have а “гу out in the 
Glades. It is a vegetable that 
needs the closest of attention 
to produce sizeable white heads. 
ofgboz?t 

Farmers already are more or 
less familiar with egg plant 
growing, and the station men

Tourist Trading Brings 
Millions To Florida Tills 


Strong tourist spending is an 
important force in Florida's ап- 
nual retail sales volume, ас- 
counting for some $258,600,000 
in 1948, according to the weekly 
business review of the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

The research and industrial 
division of the State Chamber 
in retail Stores, filling stations, 
eating places, liquor stores, etc., 
of $2,192,000,000 last year by 
both tourists and residents of 
the State. 

Nationally 63 percent of the 
income of all persons in 1948 
was spent through these out- 
lets. The corresponding figure 
for the eleven southeastern 
states was 68 percent and for 
Florida was 79 percent. 

This high Florida percentage 
of retail sales in relation to 
personal income of Floridians 
is obviously the result of tour- 
ist expenditures. By scaling 
down the Florida percent to 
approximately the rate of the 
Southeast, the tourist retail ex- 
penditure in Florida is there- 
by computed at $258,600,000. 

It is emphasized that this 
tourist spending figure includes 
only purchases through regular 
retail outlets and does not cov- 
er amounts tourists spend for 
services, amusements, utilities, 
rents and hotel rooms.

Representative George W. 
Andrews of Alabama had an 
idea and he put it into a bill. 

Under his proposal, the Treas- 
ury would sell bonds to the cit- 
ies, towns or individuals. When 
enough bonds were sold for a 
particular Post Office, the 
Treasury would order construc- 
tion to start immediately, 

Andrews says the bonds 
would be amortized: through 
rents paid for the use of the 
buildings by the Post Office De- 
partment and other government 
agencies. 

He says there are some 4,000 
towns and cities eligible for 
new Post Offices, “Why not get 
them now?" he asked. 

There's been a lot of response 
to the bill. One town official 
said he could sell enough bonds 
in two hours to build a Post 
Office. 

The bill is intended primarily 
to help small towns and cities, 
although it doesn't exclude oth- 
ers. 

The bill now is before the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Andrews expects a hear- 
ing at the present session but 
he doesn't believe it will get to 
the House door before the sec- 
ond session of the 81st Congress 
next January.
